Society budgeted conference

A recent conference in New 
York that was attended two 
weeks ago by Students' Society 
President-elect Bruce Williams 
and Program Director . Earle 
Taylor was previously budgeted 
for by the Joint Management 
Committee (JMQ, according to 
Williams. 

The Joint Management Com- 
mittee is a Students' Society, 
committee that determines the 
operating budget for the Socic- 

Williams said that attendance 
at the conference, sponsored by 
the American Society of 
Association Executives, is 
"pretty much a standard thing" 
for Students' Society 
presidents. 

Williams added that the two 
flew to New York in coach ac- 
comodations and that it was im- 
possible to rent a car because 
their conferences began on dif- 
ferent days. 

"It would, not have worked 
out to rent a car because Taylor 
had to leave for New York on 
Tuesday and I had to leave on 
Wednesday," he said. 

Society President Liz Nor- 
man said that she would co-sign 
the check to pay for the bill 
although Students' Society VP 
Finance Brian Fish had 
previously refused to do so. 

She also said that the expense 
of $60 for one dinner that was 
reported to the Daily by Fish 
was "for four people, not for 
two." 

"Some people may still think 
that is extravagent, but I do 
not," she said. 

Williams noted that the other 
two people at dinner were 
friends of Taylor's. Their meal 
was put on the bill sent to 



Students* Society, but Taylor is 
paying for their part of the din- 
ner. 

Fish agreed that the con- 
ference has been' attended in 
past years by presidents Liz 
Norman and John MacBain. He 
also said that money for the 
conference had been set aside by 



the JMC, but was unsure what 
part of the budget was paying 
for the current expences. 

"The money to pay for the 
conference should be coming 
from a special section set aside 
for education expenditures. 
When I checked, however, the

Every graduate student and 
several professors in the depart- 
ment of religion and philosophy 
in the Faculty of Education 
recently signed a letter sent to 
Principal Johnston asking that 
he review the denied tenure of 
Professor Hermione Shantz. 
(For full text of letter see page 

Shantz, a professor in that 
department, was refused tenure 
after having taught at the 
University for ten years. Shantz 
is presently employed by McGill 
under a contract that ends 
August 31. 

Principal • Johnston 
acknowledged receipt of the let- 
ter. "I have given it to the Vice- 
Principal Academic (Dr. 
Samuel Freedman) for con- 
sideration and otherwise, the 
matter lies in the hands of Pro- 
fessor Shantz," he said. "It's 
not my intention to take any ac- 
tion on this matter.";; 1 

Johnston said that the case 
was heard by the highest ap- 
peals committee of the Universi- 
ty and both sides agreed to 
abide by its decision. - 

One graduate student who 
signed the letter and wishes to 
remain anonymous outlined 
Shantz's case: 

•In 1980, her case was heard 
before the Tenure Committee 
which is set up at a departmen 
tal level. 

•The Committee is comprised 
of six people, including the dean 
of the department, who rule on 
the tenure application. The 
Dean of Education, George 
Flower, acted as chairperson of 
the committee. 
•The Tenure Committee sends 
its ruling to the Principal who 
has the right to overturn or 
respect it. In the Shantz case, 



according to the graduate stu- 
dent, at the same time Flower 
sent the Principal the commit- 
tee's decision, he sent two let- 
ters urging Johnston to deny 
tenure. 

•In November 1981, Shantz 
brought her case before the Ap-. 
peals Committee. She based her 
appeal on a procedural infringe- 
ment of the regulations, claim 
ing that the chairperson of the 
Tenure Committee is only sup- 
posed to send a copy of the rul- 
ing to the Principal and should 
not attempt to persuade him to 
accept or reject it. 
•The Appeals Committee is 
comprised of three people 
chosen from six nominated by 
Senate. From these, the 
chairperson is chosen by the 
Senate committee and one per- 
son each by the Principal and 
the professor whose case is be- 
ing appealed. These three act as 
judges for the appeal. 

In the letter to Johnston, the 
students request that "the Ap- 
peals Committee contract bet- 
ween you and Dr. Shantz be 
revoked by mutual consent and 
without prejudice." 

The graduate student said 
that if Johnston and Shantz 
revoke their agreement to abide 
by the decision, both sides will 
have a chance to fairly review 
the case. 

The source added, "We 
believe that the Appeals Com- 
mittee was prejudiced because 
Dean Flower was representing 
Principal Johnston. Flower was 
the cause of the appeal so he 
may have been biased against 
Shantz. Neither the Principal 
nor Shantz were fairly 
represented at the hearing 
because of that."

Senate Deep Throats can breathe easy now

McGill's Deep Throats are 
safe. 

The university's "Committee 
on the Rights of Senate" recent- 
ly tabled a report concerning the 
leaking of certain confidential 
Senate business to the McGill 
Daily. The Committee had been 
mandated to conduct a full in- 
vestigation into the leaks. 

The Committee's recommen- 
dation; forget it. 

On February 4th it was 
reported, on the basis of infor- 
mation supplied on condition 
that sources not be attributed, 
that Senate had decided in con- 



fidential session to reinstate a 
student expelled from the facul- 
ty of education. 

It was also reported that 
Mark Yakabuski, who 
represented the faculty of arts 
on Senate, voted against 
reinstating the student. 
Yakabuski proposed instead 
that the case be reheard by the 
committee. 

Yakabuski lost his bid earlier 
this month for reflection as 
student arts senator. 

Senate voted after publica- 
tion of the information to have 
the leaks "investigated" by its 
Committee on the Rights of 
Senate. 



"Your committee, while 
deploring that apparent fact 
that one or more members of 
Senate have violated the con- 
fidentiality of the session in 
question, confesses to its in- 
ability to pursue an 'investiga- 
tion' of the the matter, as re- 
quested, because of the lack of 
any practical means at its com- 
mand to do so," the Committee 
reported, in a document dated 
February 23rd. 

In its report, the Committee 
warns Senators that "in con- 
fidential matters ... the freedom 
of Senate discussion will be 
much hampered ... if Senators 



cannot reply on the bond of 
confidentiality." 

Senate ajourned last week 
before taking up the report. The 
Committee's findings will be 
discussed at 'Senate's next 
meeting. 

"I think that one or two peo- 
ple will try to make some noise 
over the affair, as apparently 
happened when the report was 
looked at by the Senate steering 
committee," said one of the 
McGill sources who provided 
the original information. 

"But I think most Senators 
would just rather let the who e 
thing die."

Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
are Dead examines the fate .of 
two luckless, peripheral 
characters who are swept along 
by the larger . drama around 
them. 

The McGill Players, directed 
by Anthony Paré, have put 
together a fine production of 
this exceptionally clever work. 




With many of the University's 
best actors, they show us a facet 
of Hamlet we didn't know was 
there. 

Stoppard's text; with double 
takes and double entendre, 
develops Shakespeare's 
characters and themes with a 
modern slant. Stoppard moves 
from Hamlet's concerns about 
death to the concerns of Rosen- 
crantz and Guildenstern about 
fate, chance, probability — and 
ultimately death — by weaving 
snippets of the Elizabethan play 
through his own comic-tragic 
work 

Montréal theatre-goers who 
remember the Centaur 
Theatre's production of Stop- 
pard's Travesties some years 
ago, will recognise the 
playwright's predilection. In 
that work he took a historical 
coicidence — the fact that 
James Joyce, Tristan Tzara, 
and V.I. ' Lenin were all in 
Zurich during the First World 
War — and combined the three 
in the senile reminiscences of an 
obscure consular officiai. 

Like Travesties, Rosencrantz 
and Guildenstern is filled with 
clever allusions and word plays. 
When Guildenstern remarks 
that Claudius, "the King's 
brother and uncle to the 
Prince"• is "not exactly frater- 
nal", the Player answers: "Not 
exactly avuncular, as times goes 
on." 

Also like Travesties, Stop- 
pard takes advantage of scene 
repetitions — either something 
lifted from the Shakespeare or a 
Stoppard dialogue that is 
S repeated — to add a new twist. 



Senate debates APPC review

Senate reviewed a proposal Of 
the Academic Policy and Plann- 
ing Committee (APPC) that 
would establish, cyclical evalua- 
tions of faculties and depart- 
ments to occur every five years, 
at its meeting last week. 

"These evaluations would 
give academic units an oppor- 
tunity to seek advice from 
others and reflect upon its pro- 
gram," said Vice-Principal 
Academic Samuel Freedman. 

Freedman said that the goal 
of the evaluations is to improve 
the teaching and research quali- 
ty of the University. 

According to the proposal, 
faculties will be reviewed by a 
committee within the depart- 
ment,, consisting of the dean, 
two academic staff members 
and one student. They will also 
be scrutinized by staff members 
outside the department, exter- 
nal evaluators and members of 
the APPC. 

Students' Society VP Univer- 
sity Affairs Liz Ulin said that 
the student on the departmental 
committee should be elected by 
students from the department 
itself. The current document 
states that all members of the 



committee will be proposed by 
the dean. 

"The student group should 
produce the student member 
because in order to have the 
confidence of his colleagues, a 
student should have been 
chosen by his colleagues," said 
Ulin. 

Ulin said that she and other 
student . Senators will propose 
an amendment to the document 
to formally include student par- 
ticipation in the membership of 
the départemental committees.' 
' "It is also possible that Vice- 



Principal Freedman will just in- 
clude our suggestion in his pro- 
posal because he "agrees in stu- 
dent participation in the com- 
mittee selections," she said. 

As part of its analysis, each 
department will have to prepare 
a "self-study document stating 
the goals of the unit as perceiv- 
ed by its members, how well it is 
doing in meeting these goals, 
what plans it has to remedy an 
deficiencies and what plans it 
has for further development." 

.Senate will further debate and 
vote on the proposal at its next 
meeting. 
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Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
try over and over, as they were 
instructed by Claudius and Ger- 
trude, to "glean what afflicts" 
Hamlet. They are never suc- 
cessful. 

In the title roles, Allaih 
Elyahou Lallouz and Andrew 
Forrest work exceptionally well 
together. Althought the show 
starts off very slowly, when the 
pace picks up — as in their 
"tennis game" of questions — ' 
they are very funny. 

Lallouz, as the slow-witted 
Rosencrantz, really has to strug- 
gle to contemplate the serious. 
"Do you ever think of yourself 
as actually dead, lying in a box 
with a lid on it," he asks his 
friend. "I mean one thinks of it 
like being alive in a box, one 
keeps forgetting to take into ac- 
count the fact that one is dead." 
He is at his best when he im- 
provises an imitation of the 
English King, albeit with a page 
taken from Churchill. 

Guildenstern is the one who 
shoulders the existential 
burden. Forrest has' the difficult 
task of . fitting these serious 
thoughts into a play which is 
essentially a farce, and also 
playing straight man to Rosen- 
crantz. To his credit, he suc- 
cessfully takes the play past the 
farcical to thoughtful, until the 
emotional climax .of his final 
soliloquy. 

Lallouz and Forrest have 



been working together for over 
a year and their teamwork in the 
central roles is essential in a play 
which is almost entirely banter 
between them. 

The real pleasure of Rosen- 
crantz and Guildenstern are 
Dead is the juxtaposition of 
Stoppard and Shakespeare. In 
this production, the nicest ex- 
amples are the scenes where 
Hamlet, played by a vaguely 
punk Richard Kramer who has 
all his lines taken directly from 
the Shakespeare, meets the ill at 
ease R&G. 

This same juxtaposition 
makes the play tricky to pull 
together. Sometimes, in moving 
from Elizabethan to modern 
and fron comic to tragic the ac- 
tors lose their way. This hap- 
pens to R&G in th court scenes 
and in some of their longer ex- 
changes, which start to drag. 

The remainder of the com- 
pany, playing modified Hamlet 
characters, is talented and well- 
directed. Josh Morris is resoun- 
ding as the aphorism-filled 
Player, who, with his troupe of 
tragedians, directs lurid spec- 
tacles of death. The others have 
fine singing voices which pro- 
vide dclightfulo capella inter- 
mission music. 

Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern are Dead con- 
tinues this week, Tuesday 
through Saturday, at 8 pm at 
Players Theatre in the Union 
Building. 



Rumours of over-spending put to rest

Though they pooled their 
resources by running on a slate, 
President-elect Bruce Williams 
and VP Internal-elect Bruce 
Hicks came extremely close to 
surpassing campaign budget 
limits with their poster costs 
during the Students' Society 
elections. 

Under the election rules, a 
candidate may spend $200 on a 
campaign. Because they ran 
together, Williams and Hicks 



could spend $400 on theirs. 
Following the elections on 
March 10, Chief Returning Of- 
ficer Paul Duff received a set of 
expenditure receipts from each 
election candidate. 

As part of a spot check, he 
phoned the printing house 
Williams and Hicks used for 
their posters, and asked for a 
quotation on a job similar to 
that detailed on their bill. 

The price he got was higher 
than that on the bill, and put the 



two over their spending limit. 

When second-place presiden- 
tial candidate Fred Methot 
heard of this, he filed a request 
that the election be invalidated. 

"Actually, they did not go 
over the spending limit," Duff 
said. "When I phoned the prin- 
ting house, they quoted me the 
full rate. Williams and Hicks 
paid less than that because they 
got a student discount." 

"The printer's 10 per cent stu- 
dent discount put them under 



the spending limit," he said. 
"That's how close they were." 
) "I'm accepting Duffs word 
that Bruce (Williams) did not 
go over the limit," Methot said 
Friday afternoon. "I want to be 
fair to Bruce and I'd feel reliev- 
ed if the rumours (of over- 
spending) would stop." 

Methot said Duff will show 
him the campaign receipts to- 
day, and he will most likely 
withdraw , his invalidation re- 
quest then.

Over 1150 demonstrators 
braved well-below freezing 
weather and cold winds Satur 
day in a protest march against 
U.S.. and Canadian intervention 
in El Salvador. Cries of 
"Dénonçons les elections" were 
heard in the downtown streets 
by marchers condemning the 
"unfair" elections taking place 
in El Salvador today. 

The démonstration, organis- 
ed by la comité Montréal- 
Salvador and le comité UQAM- 
Salvador, was the culmination 
of a week of activities to sen- 
sitise the public to the situation 
surrounding the elections in the 
war-torn Central American 
country. 

After marching past the 
American consulate, 
demonstrators went to the 
Université du Québec à Mon- 
tréal (UQAM) to view the films 
Le Salvador le peuple vaincra 
and La Revolution ou la mort. 

As in previous protests, U.S. 
policy in Central America was 
strongly criticised in cheers such 
as "Yankee hors du Salvador." 



This demonstration, though, 
was extended to include a pro- 
test of Canadian foreign policy 
as well, as articulated by the cry 
"Non à la complicité Cana- 
dienne." 

Protestors acknowledged that 
the U.S. wasn't the only coun- 
try to support the military- 
backed junta as they criticised 
their government's support of 
American policy there. Indeed 
one of the most popular cheers 
was "Reagan terroriste, 
Trudeau complice". 

"We;re protesting yet 



another example of the Cana 
dian government's subservience 
and support of the militaristic 
foreign policies of the war hawk 
Reagan," said one 
demonstrator. 

"(Today's), so-called free 
elections in El Salvador are 
anything but free," she con 
tinued. "It's a blatant P.R 
move in an attempt to hide the 
bloodshed that will continue in 
Central America until the 
Americans, with their bullets 
and military advisors, are forc- 
ed out by public protest."

academic year." They feel this 
is necessary to "permit the pre- 
sent students studying under her 
guidance to further their studies 
and thesis work toward gradua- 
tion." 

According to the letter, 
"Prior to Dr. Shantz, no 
member of the Faculty of 
Education has been denied 
tenure." 

Tenure is.granted based on a 
professor's teaching, research 
and contributions to the Univer- 
sity. Procedures demand that in 
order to be granted tenure, a 
professor must be proved 
'superior" in two of these areas 
and "reasonable" in the third. 

The letter states that "the 
dilemma of the University 
Tenure Committee and the Ap- 
peals Committee was in judging 
the quality of contributions 
which we know to. bear the 
mark of excellence." 

According to Professor 
William Ryan who testified on 
behalf of Shantz in front of the 
Tenure Committee, "The term 
'contributions' is nebulous and 
unclear." 

Ryan said that contributions 
to the University is usually bas- 
ed on the number of committees 
a professor has sat on or the 
number of articles he or she has 
written. 

"The articles of Shantz's that 
I read were very good, but only 
those that get published are con- 
sidered superior. Some good 
works that are never published 
also deserve consideration," he 
said. 

"Shantz has also applied 
education to counselling which 
has been very helpful to the 
university," he said. 

Ryan believes that "the 
tenure regulations themselves 
need a hard look."

Whether or not 
this was your intent, I will naively give 
you the benefit of the doubt. However, 
many students inferred this and that is 
important to us. 

Our presentation was quite extensive 
and was done on the grounds that the 
Student Initiated Referenda was un- 
constitutional and contravened certain ' 
basic principles. The complete 50 some 
page document can be read by anyone 
.interested, and he or she will note that 
the point about no "No Committee" 
was carefully left out of the argument. 
This was done because we felt that 
technicalities are no reason to invalidate 
something that one doesn't agree with, 
and to re-inforce the "Flint-Mongeon" 
proposal would be against our personal 
interests. 

Since I campaigned for the Athletics 
Referendum, it should be apparent that 
I would not willfully do something to 
hurt its success. Personally, I feel that it 



is a sorry state if the question is over- 
turned again on an omission on 
Council's part. I suppose it is not very 
re-assuring to add that if it is overturn- 
ed, I am committed to asking Council to 
hold it again, and as Chairperson of the 
Nominating Committee (as vp internal 
next year), I will make sure that no error 
that can be circumvented will be made. 
In any case I feel confident that the 
Judicial Board will decide based on the 
spirit of the law and not the letter. If 
not, we will all be sorely disappointed in 
our judicial svstem.

Mr. Taylor and Mr. Williams are 
made out to be irresponsible individuals 
who have abused Students' Society 
funds. I suspect that were Mr. Fish and 
Ms. Ambrose to carefully analyze the 
actual costs incurred, they would prove 
to the contrary!

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New York 
conference 



As Executive Director of the Students' Society it was I who 
first brought Bruce Williams' attention to the American 
Society of Association Executive's (ASAE) Chief Elected Of- 
ficers Symposium held in New York, oh March 17th and 18th 
(not a weekend as reported in the Daily). 

It is my duty to recommend to our elected officers those 
training experiences wheh will best assist them in effectively 
discharging their responsibilities.- The ASAE program is 
specifically designed to teach association presidents the ins 
and outs of long range association planning, committee 
management, staff relations, financial administration, and 
government liaison. It is, to my knowledge, the only program 
of its kind and we are indeed fortunate that it is held each year 
just when we need it most, i.e. at the very beginning of our 
newly elected President's year in office. Liz Norman attended 
last year, as did John MacBain and Gary Eisen, two of her 
predecessors. 

Our association is large. The decision-making apparatus 
led by our President must respond to 17,000 students, over 
full and part time staff and a budget approaching S3 million, 
million. This would be no easy task for a well-seasonecï 
manager. For a student volunteer, often with little ad- 
ministrative experience, the pitfalls are greatly increased. 

Earle Taylor, Society Program Director, also attended this 
conference as it has as one of its components à three year 
Education Director's Certificate Program. This year Earle 
completed a course of study begun, also at my urging, in 
1980. 1 am surprised that students would be so critical of our 
commitment to the continuing education and development of 
our professional staff. Research would reveal that hard ac- 
complishments directly related to this program have had a 
significant impact on both our programming quality and our 
ability to generate non-dues business income. 

The issue of cost is relevant and has given me pause for 
thought as it was also I who set in motion the mechanics of 
transportation, lodging, etc. Managing for results is impor- 
tant but remembering that there are many students foregoing 
hamburgers with their chips due due to acute financial dif- 
ficulty, is also important. The entire affair, therefore, has 
demonstrated a need for greater thought in the area of staff 
and elected leader training and development. 

I would, however, like to outline some basic facts which ex- 
plain the high costs involved with this conference. 

1. The Conference was held at the New York Hilton which 
offered a 33% reduction to ASAE members. Bruce & Earle 
shared a room (for the two nights Bruce was there) which 
halved the cost again (per person). It is normal procedure 
for registrants to stay at the hotel where the conference is 
being held. Should we have had Bruce and Earle stay at a 
cheaper hotel halfway across town? The saving would have 
been minimal. 

2. Bruce and Earle's schedules did not coincide. Bruce was 
registered for two days at the conference whereas Earle 
was registered for three. For them to rent a car to drive to 
New York would have meant Bruce spending an extra day 

• in New York for no reason and at a high cost. Also it 
would have meant two lost working days for Earle at a par- 
ticularly busy time of the year. Hence the decision to fly to 
New York. 

3. Conference registration fees were high. This conference is 
put together for the staff and elected leaders of North 
America's most significant professional and trade associa- 
tions. The quality of its course content and seminar leaders 
translate into high registration fees but offer correspon- 
ding value for the money. It does not make sense to me to 
send people to low-cost, low-quality conferences. Does 
anyone really believe that the men and women who attend- 
ed this seminar program were merely out for a good time? 
Why then would we think so negatively in terms of our 
own participation? 

Next year the student body will expect Bruce Williams and 
the Society-staff to meet eye to eye with the Principal, the 
Board of Governors, and senior government officials. If next 
year's accomplishments are facilitated in even a marginal way 
by our participation in the ASAE conference, then, I believe, 
we have spent wisely indeed. Those few individuals who can- 
not see the value in preparing oneself to deal with million- 
dollar decisions will hopefully never be called upon to make 
them.

Few summer jobs for Hamilton students 



HAMILTON (CUP) 

Some of the largest employers 
in the economically-troubled 
Hamilton region will not be hir- 
ing their usual levels of students 
this summer, meaning over a 
thousand students might have 
no way of earning next year's 
tuition. 

Company officials with 
Stelco, a firm just beginning to 
recover from a four month 
strike that has left over 1,500 
workers laid off, said no 
students will be hired until all 
unionized employees have been 
called back to work. 

"As things look now, we will 
not be hiring anyone for hourly 
summer employment," said 
Rob Forrester of Stelco's public 
. affairs department. 

Stelco's main plant, he said, 
usually hires about 800 
students, but it is doubtful that 
they will be hired this year. 
Finishing plants used by the 



giant steel company - in the 
region also think no students 
will join their payrolls this sum- 
mer. 

"The forecast does not look 
good," said Forrester. 



"There does not look like 
there be any improvement until 
the middle of the year. When 
the economic situation turns 
around, (employment) might 
change."

account number on the bills cor- 
responded to the administrative 
budget, so if it's being paid for 
out of something else, I'd like to 
know," he said. 

Fish also said that since 
Taylor has attended the con- 
ference every year since 1980, 
"he gets a certificate from those 
people." 

According to a statement sub- 
mitted to the Daily by Students' 
Society Executive Director Ron 
Lerman, through his three-year 
attendance at the conference 
Taylor has completed the 



Education Director's Certificate

Seth Bogart, a Political 
Science student, was upset 
about the $1,600 expenditure 
and called Taylor to receive 
figures for all debts incurred for 
the conference. He was quoted 
the figure of S239 for plane fare 
on Air Canada. 

Bogart said he called several 
airlines and found that U.S. Air 
had a less expensive flight to 
New York and that the price for 
the same trip on Czechoslovak 
Airlines was $55.

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The $1,600 Question 

There are two white lies to keep in mind as you read this: one, the 
Daily never gets the story right, and two, McGill students don't 
care about their Students' Society. 

Moving from left to right, let's deal with the first Fib, drawing il- 
lustrations from the recent $1,600 trip to a New York conference by 
Students' Society president-elect Bruce Williams and Program 
^Director Earle Taylor. 

In this case the fact is that no one has stepped forward to dispute 
the claim that an elected student representative and a paid 
managerial employee spent $1,600 on two and three days-in New 
York City, respectively, to attend a conference on management 
skills. Yes, there was an error in the accounting of one meal and the 
conference took place in mid-week and not on the weekend as 
reported. 

Unfortunately, there was one person, Bruce Williams, who was 
unjustifiably implicated in the story. While he can be labeled guilty 
)y consent, Williams was more of a well-fed accessory to the affair. 
The Daily story was not an auspicious lead-in to a term of office 
and we apologise to Williams for that. 

Every bit of information in that story was attributed to a credible 
source. Taylor, the man who requested the expenditure, and Socie- 
ty Executive Director Ron Lerman, the man who authorised it, 
refused to comment. Their statements could have made the story 
unimpeachable. As it stands their silence is a strong reply: There 
are some things students don't have to know — unless they put up a 
big enough fuss. 

But it's apparent that students do care about their Society, if on 
y when they sense that their money is not being treated with the 
proper reverence. Consider that in the aftermath of the story, when 
a number of students demanded information, Lerman decided to 
come clean on the conference. 

Even before various numbers were freed for public consumption, 
this wasn't just a matter of blowing big bucks in NYC; all the totals 
are on the front page and they only suggest cost-saving measures. 
The larger question is how can students benefit from the expen 
diture, from this "Mid-year Management Conference"? Earle 
Taylor benefits by adding some management certificate to his port 
folio, which may increase his earning power and his sense of self- 
importance. Bruce Williams gets a quick fix on how to run a $2.5 
million organisation. 

And this is what the Students' Society has become, more and 
more with each passing year: business. Surely American Society of 
Association Executives conferences feature seminars on how to 
mobilise students against cutbacks, the future of education in 
Canada, sexual harassment on campus. We're talking about a con 
ference which is as irrelevant to most McGill students as a second 
mortgage. 

The Society as business is a well-worn theme which has been 
harped on often in this space, lacking only a cause célèbre to give it 
currency. It has it now. The Students' Society will be holding its se- 
cond open meeting of the year tomorrow at 6:00 pm in the Union 
basement. It's the last opportunity to hold this year's Students' 
Society accountible for their decisions and to send a message to 
next year's crew. 

Referenda travesties 

When petty obstructionist politics are passed off as an exercise in 
democracy, our justice system serves not the will of the majority 
but the thwarted desires of a few malcontents. 

The recent moves to have the athletics and student-initiated 
referendum results overturned on technicalities represents a warped 
interpretation of the protection afforded students by electoral 
guidelines. 

For both referenda, Council neglected to set up No committees 
to inform students of both sides of the questions. Realistically, con- 
formity with the guidelines wouldn't have made any difference in 
the referendum results. 

The protests submitted to the Judicial Board are nothing more 
than a thinly-veiled hypocrisy that disguises the true intent of those 
who attack the referenda. They imply that democratic principles 
were contravened, but in effect, that is exactly what they are at- 
tempting to do. - . 

There is not so much as one iota of concern for a greater student 
good or even the improvement of referendum guidelines by any of 
the petitioners. These procedure mongers are simply groping for 
any legality to defeat a proposal they opposed from the very begin- 
ning. 

An overwhelming majority of students, on a scale rarely seen in 
McGill elections, supported the athletics fee and student-initiatec 
referendum questions. The student body has had its say. Who and 
what can the malcontents claim to speak for?

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A Farewell to Arms? 

In 1978 at the first United Na- 
tions Special Session on 
Disarmement (UNSSOD-1), 
Prime Minister Trudeau pro- 
posed a "strategy of suffoca- 
tion" designed to restrain new 
weapons production at three 
levels - research, development,- 
and testing. Recently, it has 
been disclosed that since 1982 
the U.S. has been quietly 
negotiating a general weapons 
testing agreement with an ac- 
quiescent Canadian govern- 
ment. One of the consequences 
of this agreement is the seem- 
ingly imminent testing of U.S. 
cruise missiles at the Primrose 
Air Weapons Range in Alberta. 
The "sabre-rattling" Liberal 
government is now in the pro- 
cess of trying to persuade the 
Canadian public that this 
testing is not only a necessity 
but indeed a Canadian respon- 
sibility. This action quite literal- 
ly "flies in the face" of 
Trudeau' s strategy of suffoca- 
tion, a fundamental principle of 
which was "... an agreement to 
stop flight-testing of all new 
strategic delivery vehicles." The 
obvious hypocrisy of this move 
angered Canadians. Worse still, 
recently, Trudeau dashed the 
hopes of many who still believe 
that Canada can play a role as a 
peace-maker by announcing he 
is abandoning his one "good 
idea", the strategy of suffoca- 
tion. Canada, it seems, is 
becoming a more active partici- 
pant in the on-going game of 
nuclear terror. 

Canadians will be appalled by 
this move on two counts. First, 
Trudeau's war-like howlings 
and desired show of "strength" 
have jeopardized our tarnished 
but still perceptable image as a 
peace-seeking country. Canada 
is allowing to slip away the op- 
portunity to create, in concert 
with other middle-powers, an* 
influential force for peace. We 
have shown our true colours 
and they seem to be red, white 



— and blue. Second, we must 
consider that we are becoming 
involved in the testing of not 
just another rocket or nuclear 
warhead, but the cruise missile, 
a weapon which will change the 
nature of nuclear strategy and 
extinguish forever our hopes for 
meaningful arms control. 

The Canadian government 
has already been an eager par- 
ticipant in the production of the 
highly sophisticated cruise 
missile guidance system. It has 
provided Litton Systems Ltd. in 
Rexdale, Ontario with a $20 
million loan (these are your tax- 
dollars) to start production. Lit- 
ton has two contracts with the 
U.S. government to produce 
407 guidance systems by 1983. 

Now, Canada, hiding behind 
its membership in NATO is at- 
tempting to justify the testing of 
cruise missiles by adopting, as 
its own, the Haig/Weinberger 
arguement that NATO must 
protect "life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness; by 
developing an ever greater 
capacity to kill Soviet citizens. 
It is our opinion that Trudeau's 
defense for the missile testing, 
that we must help the U.S. and 
NATO match the Soviets "gun 
for gun", is based. on a flawed 
notion that security is assured 
by a qualitative and quantitative 
build-up of nuclear armaments. 
The decision to deploy 464 
cruise missiles in Europe next 



year has brought literally 
millions of Europeans to the 
streets in protest. They unders- 
tand, as we must, that the 
responsibility for halting the 
arms-race cannot be left in the 
hands of governments alone. 
Rather, people have been taking 
and must continue to' take ac- 
tion to ensure their very survival 
by demonstrating a refusal to 
allow their futures to be decided 
in either the Pentagon or the 
Kremlin. The visible opposition 
to the cruise missile has led 
several European governments 
to seriously reconsider their 
commitment to accept U.S 
cruise missiles on their territory 
Canadians must understand 
that the development and 
deployment of ever more 
dangerous weapons throughout 
the world poses as ominous a 
threat to us as it does to those 
marching in the streets of 
Europe. We have been given the 
example, it remains only to act 
Sign the McGill 
Ploughshares/NDP McGill 
Anti-Cruise Missile Petition 
Write to your M.P., Join the 
Peace March in Montreal April 
3 and in New York June 12.'

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Doth he protest too much? 
To the Daily: 

Perhaps my silence has gone on for 
too long during this "Daily— initiated 
witchhunt", but as it was obvious that I 
will never have the last word in this mat- 
ter, drawing the discussion out seemed 
counterproductive. However, since you 
have been so successful in creating 
hysteria, I feel I should at least point the 
students seeking "social change" in the 
right direction. / 

The subject in question is the expen- 
ditures made by the "President-elect and 
the Program Director" attending a year- 
ly conference, recently. The expen- 
ditures (whatever the amount was) were 
submitted by the Program Director, who 
was authorised to make it by the Ex- 
ecutive Director, from a fund set up by 
JMC (Joint Management Committee, a 
committee of Students' Council) and 
ratified by Students' Council. No ex- 
penses whatsoever were initiated by me, 
nor am I authorised to make any. 
Therefore finances are, on behalf of 
Council, vested in Earle Taylor. 

As a rule of thumb, one should always 
suspect "he that doth protest too 
much." The responsibility for this ex- 
penditure, and any other, for that mat- 
ter, until the new Council assumes office 
(June 1st), rests solely with the present 
executive. Though they undoubtedly 
were not asked permission to tap this 
fund, they knew of its existence and the 
fact that it would be drawn upon for a 
large amount. Liz Norman attended the 
same conference last .year, and despite 
the fact that she stayed at home (it was 
in Chicago) the tab came to over $1 ,500. 
Since air fare and hotels went up IS per 
cent, and two individuals required ac- 
comodation, the executive committee 
(with the possible exception of Brian 
Fish and Liz Ulin) should have an- 
ticipated an even larger expenditure than 
that which was made. 
• u I think the Daily can fulfill its self- 
proclaimed role of "agent for social 
change" by asking questions. But 
perhaps you should ask questions like, 
"Why can enormous expenditures be 
made without any direct control by 
Council, merely because it was 
budgeted?"; "Why did the VP Finance 
not even know after the fact, that the 
'Education Fund' had been activated?"; 
"How can a VP Finance refuse to sign 
constitutionally legal expenditures of 
money (his task as signing officer) 
because of a personal disagreement with 
them?"; "Why is standard operating 
procedure sufficient reason not to qucs 
tion the usefulness of such 
expenditures?"; etc. 
"l think it is ironic that this year's 
Council toyed with the idea of paying 
thé organisation which put on the con 
ference, up to $4,000 to find weaknesses 
(such as this one) in our organisation. It 
might be claimed that Council ended up 
getting the information by paying them, 
even though it was voted down. 

It is not my intention to pass blame. I 
do not doubt that even if I have no 
responsibility for the fact that McGill at 
tended the conference, being a partici- 
pant I have a moral responsibility for the 
fact that expenditures were made. 
Despite the creative reporting used in the 
Daily, the expenditures were not out of 
line and the large brunt of the costs were 
the fees to attend the conference and the 
air fare. These could not be curbed in 
any measure by me and I think people 
who know the facts will agree that the 
Program Director did not submit any 
cstionablc receipts. 



Shortly after the recent Students* 
Society elections, I was informed that 
the following Monday (three school days 
away), I would be leaving for New York. 
To accept was, despite the fact that 
nobody asked for my approval, not a 
decision I made lightly. There are several 
things which made my decision, the 
largest was Liz Norman's recommenda- 
tion of its attributes and thus the impres- 
sion that I had no great say in the mat- 
ter. As Earle Taylor would have gone, 
with or without my company, and the 
largest brunt of the conference expense 
is for the managerial staff person, my 
participation was essentially a technicali- 
ty. Two years ago, the President-elect 
was unable to attend and the bill never- 
theless came to just short of $900. If a 
re-examination of costs vs. merits comes 
out of this, the - unwarranted abuse 
which the Daily article sparked was 
worth it. 

Next year's Council will inevitably 
make large expenditures and will be 
criticised for them; however, I guarantee 
that there will be some mechanism in 
place to review their necessity, before 
the fact. Until June 1st, by -all means 
utilise your instrument for social change 
and have the people chastise away, but 
at least have them chastise in the area 
where it is needed — i.e. seek change, 
not blood.

Studsoc theorem: All is context 
To the Daily: 

I wish to respond to the front page ar- 
ticle by Moira Ambrose headlined 
"Studsoc duo blows $1,600 on Big Ap- 
ple junket" which appeared in thé 
March 24, 1982 issue of the McGill Dai- 
ly. 

In discussing the conference in New 
York attended by President-elect Bruce 
Williams and Program Director Earle 
Taylor with your reporter I made several 
comments. The quotes attributed to me 
in the article were taken out of context 
and I wish to clarify the situation at this 
time. 

I was quoted as saying, "I feel com- 
pelled to pay the bill, but I don't think 
people need to spend $50 on dinners." 
In fact, what I said was as follows: "I 
have not seen the bills from the con- 
ference so at this time I see no reason 
why the expenses should not be paid. If 
$60 was really spent on one meal for two 
people, then I think the expense is too 
high." 

I have since learned that the bill was 
for four people, the total amount was 
$59.75 U.S. funds and that only half 
($29.75 U.S.) was claimed for reim- 
bursement. This doesn't constitute an 
extravangant supper, especially in New 
York City. 

The final point I wish to make is that 
Bruce Williams was hesitant about at- 
tending the conference due to the costs 
involved. When he asked me what I 
thought, I strongly recommended that 



he attend based on my experience at the 
same conference in Chicago last year. 
What I learned at last year's conference 
has, in my opinion, been invaluable to 
me in carrying out my responsibilities 
with the Students' Society.

Re: The Refusal to grant tenure to Dr. 
Hermione Shantz 
Dear Principal Johnston: 

There is considerable bewilderment 
permeating our ranks at losing a valued 
teacher and colleague. We are appealing 
to your good offices to review this case. 

We draw your attention to the follow- 
ing: 

(1) Professors Lawlor, Magnuson, Hcn- 
chey, and Ryan appeared before the 
University Tenure Committee to give 
strong departamental support for Dr. 
Shantz. 

(2) Our understanding is that the exter- 
nal referees judged Dr. Shantz's 
research to be of excellent quality. 

(3) The University Tenure Committee 
lit 3-3 principally on the issues of 



excellence in teaching and quality of 

contributions to the university. 

(4) Prior to Dr. Shantz, no member of 

the Faculty of Education has been 

denied tenure. (One case had arisen but 

the circumstances were of a singular 

nature.) 

Professor Shantz has been judged as 
one displaying excellence in teaching, 
research and contribution. As a 
philosopher of education, she has 
brought to McGill University not only a 
profound concern for the quality of lear- 
ning but also a deep respect for the 
dignity of man. These are the hallmarks 
of her work: quality, concern and 
respect. We who work and study with 
her believe that a person of such quality 
could not but leave a similar mark on 
her works. The dilemma of the Universi- 
ty Tenure Committee and the Appeals 
Committee was in judging the quality of 
contributions which we know to bear the 
mark of excellence. In this instance, we 
are moved to suggest that more weight 
■ be given to the opinion of individuals in 
the field of Religion and Philosophy in 
Education. Surely these people are in the 
best position to judge the "quality" of a 
philosophical contribution, the explora- 
tion of a moral stand, the ethical conse- 
quences of a particular social value. 
These are the issues raised by Professor 
Shantz in the marked quality of in- 
volvements in university life. 

Our present concern, from a most 
practical point of view, now centers on 
the fact that Dr. Shantz is the only full 
time doctorate in the field of Philosophy 
in Education in a program with some 20 
graduate students. Taking all factors in 
to consideration, we make the following 
recommendations: 

(1) That the Appeals Committee con 
tract between you and Dr. Shantz be 
revoked by mutual consent and without 
prejudice. 

(2) That your good office decide in her 
favour based on the strong recommen 
dation of the department, graduate 
students, and the exteranl referees as to 
her excellence in teaching, research, and 
contributions. 

Our immediate concern is that Dr, 
Shantz be offered a sessional lectureship 
for the 1982-83 academic year. This 
would permit the present students study- 
ing under her guidance to further their 
studies and thesis work toward gradua 
tion. This would also provide you with 
further possibilities of evaluating her 
work in the university. Her peers am 
students believe her to be a teacher of ex 
cellence; her ten years of service to 
McGill are more than adequate recom- 
mendations for her co^ouation at 
McGill. 

Our request is based on the knowledge 
that Dr. Shantz is not only superior in 
the three areas required for tenure but 
also is the spirit of moral and educa- 
tional philosophy. We hope that the 
unanimous support of graduate students 
and faculty will make your decision on 
the latter request an easy one.
